Omitting these 
exceptional counties, the average area of 
the counties is 1085 square miles. The 
county of Harris is the largest county 
east of the Giaudulupe. It embraces an 
area of 1532 square miles, the larger por- 
tion of which is arable land. Harris is 
also the wealthiest county in the State, 


having a total taxable wealth of 89,571,- 
440, and payiug a poll tax of $1262. The 
next is Galveston, which is assessed for

Washington comes next, with $4,134.568. 
Burdena returns the smallest roll, bav- 
ing but $91,430 worth of taxable property.

(CRIMINAL CourtT.—The case of G. R. 
Wade, charged with obtaining cotton 
from the firm of Wilkinson & Bridges, 
on false pretenses, was contiaued in this 
court yesterday. The cotton was bought 
at forty cents per pound, the defendant 
stating that he procured it for a Cincin- 
nattiman. After the close of our report 
of yesterday, Wilkerson & Bridges’ 
clerk, L. H. Johnson, testified that be 
delivered eleven bales of cotton to 
Wade, whieh his employers told him 
they had sold him. Wade said he 
wanted three or four hours to examine 
it. In less than two hours Mr. Johnson 
went near the city scales, where the cet- 
ton waslying, when he found that both 
the cotton and Wade were gone. In 
cOnsequence of information, he called 
upon the firm of Leftwich & Cash, and 
learned that Wade bad sold them eleven 
bales of cotton at thirty-nine cents a 
pound, and two bales being found to 
be mixed, he sold them at thirty-seven 
cents a pound. Witness saw the sam- 
ples, they were of the same cotton as 
that sold by Wilkerson & Bridges. The 
witness not finding Wade, did not pre- 
sent the bill, though he went with that 
intention. Mr. Joseph Cash, of the 
firm of Leftwich & Cash, testified that 
he bought eleven bales of cotton of 
Wade on the day mentioned by John- 
son. He had bought cotton of Wade be- 
fore. The price given was thirty-nine, 
cents a pound, except two mixed bales 
at thirty-seven cents. The prosecutor 
offered testimony in proof of Wade hav- 
ing had other transactions of a similar 
character, but the court ruled out the 
testimony as not referring to the case 
before it. The defense called ne wit- 
pessea,. The case was not concluded 
when our report was made up.
